DIRECT TAXATION 1S HERE 
TO STAY 


Edmonton, March. 138—Open dec- 
laration that the new Supplementary 
Reventie Tax Act is the institution of 
direct taxation in the provinte for the 
purposes of other revenues beyon’! 
that of raising the $800,000 promised 
this year to the Patriotic J'und was 
made by ministers from the premicr 
down in the house today. 

The opposition fought haru to get 
the government to agree to un amen:l- 
ment in the title of the bill, indicating 
that it was to raise money for patriot- 
ic purposes; but their cflorts were in 
vain. Premier Steward and his min- 
isters, of whom Hon. C. R. Mitchell, 
provincial treasurer, was tie chief 
spokesman, asserted boldly that it was 
because the government desi-cd to be 
honest with the people that no worl 
indicating that the act is to raise mon- 
ey for patriotic purposes was inserted 
in it. 

Mr. Stewart and Mr. Mitchell again 
and again emphasized the point that 
the money raised by the new system of 
taxation is to go into the general fund 
of the province; that a bill will be 
brought down later disclosing that the 
$800,000 for the patriotic fund is to 
be taken out of the general revenue 
fund in turn, but that there will be no 
“earmarking” of the money raised un- 
der the supplementary revenue tax to 
indicate that it is for this purpose. 

A feature of the debate was the 
strong stand taken in opposition to 
the government on this point by the 
Non-Partisan League representatives, 
and James Wier of Nanton. While 
neither accused the government of de- 
librately misleading the public as to 
the intentions of the supplementary 
revenue tax, they did insist that the 
public impression was general that the 
direct taxation bill was primarily and 
solely for the purpose of raising mon- 
ey for the Patriotic Fund. 

In his opening statement of the bill 
which was up for third reading Mr. 
Mitchell declared frankly that while 
the Supplementary Revenue Tax Act 
was primarily for the purpose of rais- 
ing the $800,000 for the Patriotic Fund 
contribution, he thought it was only 
right that whatever small portion was 
left over should be used to make up 
deficits in the general fund or to re- 
place monies expended in capital ex- 
penditure. If the tax turned out to 
raise a larger sum than was_expected, 
it could be readjusted next year. 

Mr.“ Wier asked if it were not true 
that the people were in the frame of 
mind to accept direct taxation  be- 
cause they thought it was for patriot- 
ic purposes, but would not be so will- 
ing if they thought the direct tax was 
for general revenue purposes also. 
Mr. Mitchell replied that he believed 
the people had been educated to the 
point to recognize the necessities of 
the government created by the war 
which the government had to meet and 
would be ready to accept a direct tax 
He believed the public were quite pre- 
pared to go down into their pockets 
for additional revenue. 

“What war burdens is this govern- 
ment bearing now beyond the raising 
of the Patriotic fund by taxation?” 
inquired Mr. Wier, ‘““‘Name them. The 
people are not ready for direct taxa- 
tion. They have been driven into it.” 

Mr. Mitchell reiterated that the am- 
ount raised by this tax, after the mon 
ey for the Patriotic Fund had been ta- 
ken out of the general revenue fund 
would be small. The surplus possib- 
ly would not be more than $500,000. 
Whatever the surplus was, the bill 
could be adjusted next year to meet 
requirements. 

Mr. Wier retorted that there was 
nothing before the house to show 
what the government wanted with the 
surplus; that it would have been bet- 
ter to have first brought in the bud- 
get so that the house could know 
what the government expected to do 
with the surplus.

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A number of years ago—to be 
strictly correct, in the year 1899—a 
party of Kansas men, under the guid- 
dance of the Canadian government 
agent, left their native state to spy 
out the promised land of Western Can- 
ada. Far and wide they travelled, 


Rurled tp in sleepgrs during the hours 


of darkness, driving across country 
in democrats ard wagons in daylight 
in order to see the country. Some 
of them found the land of their hearts 
desire around Saskatoon, others near 
Regina, others again located in the 
Princé Albert country. One man, 
however refused to be satisfied with 
anything but the superlative best. 
Following the silver ribbon of the 
Blindman river up its fertile valley, 
at length he came to a spot that 
to his eyes seemed more abundantly 
dowered by nature than any on which 
his gaze had rested during his long 
pilgrimage. ‘This for mine” he said 
as he drove his stakes deeply in the 
fertile soil of the magnificent south- 
ern slope below which the river 
Blindman wound it sinuous way. : 

A few days ago the writer dropped 
into this pioneers home for a friendly 
chat. Very different now is this home 
from the modest log cabin of the ear- 
ly days. True to the pioneers type, 
there is no lordly dog atmosphere, 
but from the Chevrolet car in the well 
found garage to the aluminum cook- 
ing utensils and power washer in the 
kitchen, the whole place breathes of 
prosperity and progress. -We talk of 
the old days that are past. A few 
brief sentences and we got a word 
picture of the early struggles, when 
there was no market for grain, as it 
was 38 miles to Lacombe, and what 
passed as roads were interspersed with 
muskegs. “We kept a few cows, sold 
the butter to the new settlers who 
were coming in, and whistled for a 
railroad! Yes that is the tragedy 
of the Blindman Valley. The men ar- 
ound Rimbey whistled for a railroa:l 
in the days of 1901, and they have been 
whiztling for one ever sinces, and the 
0 answering whistle that has rea- 
ched their ears yet came from a loco- 
motive over 20 miles away at Bentley. 

But No Railway 

Just why the railway failed to mat- 
erialize in those days of rapid devei- 
opment is a question that fairly chal- 
Jenges the newcomer who sees the Val-

The land is rolling enough to escape 
monotony, but not so as to hinder in- 
tensive cultivation. Well-watered 
wooded enough to simplify the prob- 
lems of firewood and wintering stock, 
and with ample precipitation fdurinz 
the growiwng season, nature has done 
her part with Javish hands. Other 
parts of western Alberta, far less 
promising have railroads to burn. Thir 
ty miles south, running through the 
country muchly muskeg, are the 
branches lines of two great transcon- 
tinental systems so close to each oth- 
er that standing on one track one 
might almost smash the windows of 
a train travelling on the other with 
an ordinary sporting rifle, One hates 
to question the wisdom of those who 
have bridged with shining steel the 
spacious stretches of our wonderous 
west, byt facts like these, in the words 
of the little Jap, “Make furiously to 
think.” 

But to return to the Valley of hope. 
We @yk our friend, the Valley pioneer, 
whose name the thriving little village 
that cgyvns the ridge bears, what are 
the eMeriences of late years. Have 
your hopes proved groundless ? we in- 
quire. Has your faith in the country 
really been justified, or is the prosper- 
ity we see around to be traceed to some 
unappropriated blessing in the shape 


pléaded guilty to the ownership of 20 
héad of high grade horses, and confes- 
ged to marketing 150 head of hogs in 
the course of a years operations.

just dawning upon us when another | 


footstep sounds in the hall ,and an- 
other of the early settlers in the Rim- 
bey district comes in. This successful 
farmer who also bears the Rimbey 
name, and is a brother of our pioneer 
of the valley, is naturally interested in 
the conversation. ‘Look at this,” he 
says, and thrusts before us a slip of 
paper bearing a two-cent stamp. 
that is what I got yesterday for five 
sleigh-loads of hogs,” he declares the 
note of triumph dominant in his voice 
We look at the figures and almost 
gasp. Two thousand eight hundred 
and two dollars. Considering the fact 
that all these men came into the dis- 
trict with practically nothing ex- 
cept their strong right hands, the Val- 
ley of Hope does not seem too optim- 
istic a: name. 

Here, as alway, though, there is an- 
other side of the story Results such 
as these—witnessing as they do the 
undoubted fertility and natural advan- 
tages of the valley—are impossible 
without toil and privation made ac- 
ute by the lack of railroad facilities. 
It is the pioneer women who always 
get the heavy end. Half an hour in 
the cemetery provides much food for 
thought. Reading between the lines 
on the tomb stones—the valley is 
strong on tomb stones—is extremely 
illuminating to the discerning mind. 
The pioneer life, with its call for un- 
ceasing bustle and resourcefullness, 
its isolation, its lack of conveniences, 
producing strong men, self reliant (of- 
‘en self-centred) mgn, but the cost 
comes high. Of course if one holds 
Carlyle’s great man theory of history 
and believes that it is well worth while 
to sacrifice a whole generation of or- 
dinary men women and children _ in 
order to produce a few outstanding 
super-men, then on this theory the 
fewer railroads in a country the better 
for it. 

But perhaps the question may arise 
in the mind of the reader that a rail- 
road up this fertile valley would mean 
just a blind alley leading nowhere 
when the fringe of the arable land 
has been passed. A discerning glance 
at a good map of the province will 


country already settled up and able 
to increase its production from 10 tc 
100 times just as soon as_ railroad 
communication is assured, \but, fur- 
ther on, “beyond the beyond” as Steph- 
en Leacock would say, there are coal 
deposits, the size which have only 
been guessed at yet.

Be- 
tween these two points in a vast coal- 
bearing area still untouched, 

It is to this tract of undeveloped 
mineral wealth that the Blindman Val- 
ley is the natural gateway. Along the

power and horsepower that this rail- 
road would release for sefvice on the 
land. With what new zest the farmer 
would turn to meat and wheat produc- 
tion if he knew that instead of long 
hours weary teamifig amid the ex: 
treme weather ofwinter, or over the 
super-saturated surface of that which 
makes a magnificent wheatfield, but 
an unspeakable road, he had simply to 
haul to the loading platform at Rim- 
bey. How this wonderful valley would 
attract and hold some of the best far- 
mers of the continent, who would come 
not merely to seratch the ground and 
camp out on it but to cultivate the land 
as land should be vcultivated, and on 
that same land live. 

Far be it from us to advocate ex- 
treme paternalizm on the part of a 
government, but as Bernard Bosan- 
quet pointed out in his ‘“Philosiphical 
Theory of the State,” the true func- 
tions of a government are “hindering 
the hinderances,” to the progress of 
its. peoples There is no place where 
his function could be better excercised 
than in dealing with the great hinder- 
ance to the progress of the dwellers 
in that Valley of hope through which 
the Blindman river wends its winds 
ing way That hinderance can_ be 
phrased in three words—no railroad 
facilities.

ture; the establishment of a depart- 
ment of health; the employment of wo- 
men in trades and occupations of all 
kinds suited to their strength and ab: 
bility, men being thereby released for 
the war; the creation of women’s aux- 
iliary for service behind the lines in 
France; the establishment of a mini- 
mum wage forgomen, the creation of 
provincial and federal labor exchang- 
es; government control of the wages 
of women farm workers; day-light sa- 
ving; food conservation; curtailment of 
non-essential industries; and a cam- 
paign amongst women to awaken 
them to greater service and sacrifice.

Intoxicating Liquors to Canada, and 
Hereby Pledge Our Support to the 
Full Enforcement of the same, and 
in Order that this Enforcement May 
More Easily Be Effected, do Further 
Respectfully Urge the Enactment of 
Laws Prohibiting the Transportation 
of Liquor from one Province to anoth- 
er. 

Anothet Resolution was passed as 
follows: 

“Whereas the allied nations are fa- 
cing imminent starvation, and are 
looking to Canada for the source of 
lsupply, and whereas the people of Can- 
ada are making great sacrifices, and 
are willing to make further sacrifiees 
to supply this need, arid whereas part 
of the grain that is being sent. to 
Great Britain is being used in the pro- 
duction of spirituous beverages, which 
are no benefit, but very serious detri- 
ment to the cause of the Allied na- 
tions. Therefore be it resolved that 
this conference express its belief that 
to prevent this waste of food stuffs, 
the milling of grain be done in Can- 
ada, and only the manufactured ar- 
ticle be exported to Great Britain un- 
til such a time as remedial legisla-'! 
tion be enacted prohibiting the des- 
truction of foodstuffs in Great Brit- 
ain.”

THIS WILL ASSIST 
MUNICIPALITIES 


Edménton, March 18—<As a result 


of having attention called to the fact} 


that under the new Supplementary 
Revenue Tax Act, municipalities which 
are compelled to take over worthless 
land for taxes, will have to pay the 
provincial tax themselves on such 
land, the government, probably will 
bring in an amendment to cover this 
defect. | 

The matter was brought up yester- 
day by A. Gilmour, of Lacombe, in his 
criticism of the bill. Mr. Gilmour 
pointed out that inasmuch as munici- 
palities, under the new act, must pay 
the provincial tax of one mill on the 
dollar to the province ahead of all oth- 
er taxes, they will be liable for pay- 
ment of taxes on land taken for taxes 
and which cannot be sold. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provincial, 
treasurer, intimated afterwards that 
the government would consider some 
amendment to have the payment of 
the provincial taxes withheld until sub- 
sequent sale.

RIMBEY DELEGATION 
MEETS PREMIER STEW ART | 

Edmonton, March 12-—Deleyations 
before the government are the order 
of the day now, and that day starts 
fairly early. At nine o’clock Tues- 
day morning a delegation called on the 
premier and members of the govern- 
ment to present the claims of the 
Lacombe and Blindman Valley Rail- 
way for .assistance, so that it might 
be extended from Bentley to Rimbey 
some fifteen or seventeen miles further 
on. 

About sventy men composed the 
delegation which came armed with ev- 
ery sort of information that might 
pound home their point. A chart was 
displayed showing that the district 
so served had an acreage of 44,540 of 
oats last year and was prepared io 
put in 66,400 acrs of oats this year. 
There was last year 11,900 acres seed- 
ed to wheat and this year plans were 
under way for seeding 17,000. The 
district immediately affected had 800 
farmers or as it was expressed by the 
delegateion, 800 food producing plants 
Last year they marketed 26,000 hogs 
and this year expected to have for 
sale 40,000. There were over 26,000 
horses and cattle in the district and 
last year the dairy products sold for 
$80,000. Those figures were submitt- 
ed to the government to show what 
would be the revenue from the freight 
in and out on such an addition to the 
railroad. 

Premier Stewart told them that the 
Lacombe and Blindman railroad had 
been one of the first matters to come 
to his attention when he had taken of- 
fice last fall. He had found that the 
proceeds of the guarantee were all 
spent, the company was not able to 
pay interest on charges, and, so far as 
he could see, only the proceeds of the 
guarantee had been put into the rail- 
way. The company has not a cent 
invested in it. In fact he had found 
the whole matter in very unsatisfac- 
tory condition. 

It was for the government to see 
that the enterprise was made at least 
an interest paying proposition, but 
there were many problems in the way 
this year, money chiefly, the labor and 
materials. He thoroughly appreciat- 
ed the fact that the road had to go 
farther west to make the railway a 
paying proposition and was in hopes 
that the company would go on 
with the work. The premier assured 
the delegation that, so far as was hu- 
manly possible, he would assist in any 
way he could the extension of the road

‘THE EDUCATION BILL 


(Calgary vide Abeta 

The new bill brought into the legis- 
lature by the minister of education 
introduces into the administration of 
the department three interesting 
though not novel or radical principles. 

One is cémpulsory medical inspec- 
tion of school children. The second 
is the minimum wage for teachers, 
and the other is the proper support of 
non-resident school children. 

The bill provides for compulsory 
medical inspection of school children 
in cities and towns. This means that 
the school boards must furnish this in- 


‘ gspection, but it does not make it com- 


pulsory on the child to receive it. Our 
experiences in Calgary, however, is 
that when medical inspection is given 
to the'pupil it is very seldom refused. 

The bill also provides that the 
school boards of towns may give med+ 
ical treatment. Again quoting from 
our experience in Calgary and in other 
parts of the province, medical inspec- 
tion is of little service to the public 
unless it is followed up by medical 
treatment. 

The department will probably have 
a similar experience. 

The minister of education suggested 
that medical inspection would be ex- 
tended to the country when the public 
becomes sufficiently educated. It is 
just a question if the public is not 
more thoroughly alive to the value 
of medical inspection that the govern- 
ment itself, and it requires but little 
educating in this respect. However, 
again it may be said that the medical 
inspection will be of little value with- 
out medical treatment, and this can- 
not be well organized until we have 
rural hospitals. However the move is 
one in advance and will be well re- 
ceived.

CHANGE OF FORM 


The suggestion has been made that 
in the Dominion house of commons 
the placing of the members favoring 
the government to the right, and those 
in opposition to the left of the speak- 
ers be discontinued, and that the mem- 
bers mix up, regardless of the political 
affiliation. The suggestion is endors- 
ed by several newspapers. 

Forms of this kind matter but little. 
If the members are actually organ- 
ized into parties, it matters not whe- 
ther they sit together or are jumbled 
up like a newly-shuffled deck of cards. 
It is a small concern where they sit; 
it is some concern when they stand. 
As a matter of fact, it is somewhat 
more convenient for the members with 
like policy and like organization to 
sit together. You cannot kill the ev- 
il of party by any such superficial ar- 
rangement as that. 

There wi!! always he parties — gen- 
erally two partics. with weil-defimed 
differences of opinion. They are 
created out of the different ideas and 
temperament of the people. There 
various shades of opinion 
between the red Radical and the blue 
Tory. There may be a distinct party 
or parties between the extremes. The 
extreme tory party usually dies out, 
but is recruited from the more conser- 
vative opponent. There is no great 
need of worrying about this undis- 
puted@@&ct. Such a condition always 
has existed and always will exist, and 
jt is probably fortunate that it does 
exist. 

But there are evils in party organ- 
ization which should be overcome and 
must be reduced to the minimum if 
we are not to suffer as a dominion ve- 
ry greatly because of them. Blind 
support of any party is one of the 
most serious party evils in the party

ROAD MAKING 

There are many miles of roads which 
must be maintained by some means, 
more or less inexpensive. On the Do- 
minion Experimental Farms, the 
Split-Log Drag is found to be one of 
the most useful implements for this 
purpose. It is now in use in many 
localities and increasing mileage of ru- 
ral highways of this country is being 
kept in repair economically by the use 
of this simple implement. 

Construction of the Split-Log Drag 

A dry, sound red cedar log is the 
best material for a drag, the hard 
woods usually being too heavy for this 
purpose. The log should be from sev- 
en to eight feet long and from ten to 
twelve inches in diameter and carefully 
sawed down the middle. The heaviest 
and best slab should be selected for the 
centre, both flat sides ta front and set 
on edges thirty inches apart, giving 
the back half a set back of sixteen to 
eighteen inches at the right end so 
that when the drag is drawn along at 
an angle parallel to the ditch on the 
right side of the road, the end of the 
back half will be directly behind the 
front half, as otherwise the ditch end 
of the rear slab would stick out past 
the ditch end of the front slab, crowd- 
ing into the bank and interfering with 
the proper working of the drag 

Two cross pieces are wedged in two- 
inch auger holes bored through the 
slabs and on to the right hand side 
a piece of scantling is inserted be- 
tween the ends of the slabs. This is 
of great value in strengthening and 
stiffening the end of the front slab. 

In working a clay or gumbo road it 
is advised to put iron on the lower ed- 
ge of both flat sides. Handles may 
be attached to a piece of iron similar 
to a piece of wagon tire, the irons to 
be hinged to the back of each end of 
the front slab. By pressing the han- 
dles the drag could be raised, thus de- 
positing a load of dirt which is desir- 
ed to fill a hollow or increase’ the 
crown at same particular spot. 

A platform of inch boards held to- 
gether by three cleats should be pla- 
ced on the stakes between the slabs. 
These boards should be spaced at least 
an inch apart to allow any dirt that 
may heap up and fall over the front 
slab to sift through upon the road be- 
low. The end cleats should be placed 
so that they will not rest upon the 
cross stakes, but drop inside them. 


These cleats should extend about an; 


inch beyond the finished width of the 
platform. An extra weight may be 
added if necessary but it is seldom 
needed. 

To use the drag, attach a chain to 
the left cross piece which is behind the 
front slab, running the other end of 
the chain through the hole in the front 
slab near the right end. It is a mis- 
take to hook this end of the chain ov- 
er the front slab as in the case of the 
other end for when the drag strikes 
a stone or snag there is a great dan- 
ger of toppling forward. With the 
right end of the chain drawn through 
the hole in the slab as suggested, this 
danger is entirely obviated. 

The operation of the drag is very 
simple though there are many fine 
points that may be learned by experie- 
pee. For ordinary smoothing the drag 
may be drawn up and down the road 
one or two rounds ,commencing at the 
edge and working towards the centre. 
Usually it is drawn at an angle of a 
bout 45 degrees. For the last stroke 
or two the drag may be drawn back 
ward with the round side of the slab 
to the front and with comparatively 
little angle. 

There are two stages when roads 
will drag and one when you cannot 
do a job satisfactorily. The first 
g.age is when they are sloppy in spring 
or in other seasons after a heavy rain. 
A road may then be shaped up won- 
derfully well and after the surface 
has a chance to dry a little, before it 
is cut up with traffic, it will make a 
sinooth fine road. Dragging at this 
stage fills ruts and sends the water 
to the ditches. After this soft stage, 
jcomes a sticky stage when the mud 
will roll up under the drag and _ the 
road cannot be reduced to a satisfac 
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the surface approaches a crumbly tex- 
ture, the drag may be used Very suc- 
cessfully.
